Department of Public Health, the Cook County Departnent of
Public Health, the Cook County State's Attorney's Ofice, the
II'linois Acadeny of Fam |y Physicians, Illinois Chapter, the
Aneri can Acadeny of Pediatricians, the Illinois Departnent of
Public Health, the Illinois Famly Institute, the Illinois
Nurses Association, the Illinois Pharmacists Association, the
II'linois Public Health Association, the 1Illinois Retai

Merchants Association, the Illinois State Medical Society,
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the I1llinois Departnent of State Police, and the Illinois

State's Attorneys Association; and be it further

public hearings, one in Chicago and one in Springfield; and

RESOLVED, That the nmenbers of the Conm ssion shall adopt
bylaws and elect a chairperson; nenbers of the Comm ssion
shal |l serve w thout conpensation; the Illinois Departnment of
Public Health shall provide adm nistrative support for the

recommendations to the General Assenbly and Governor on or
